Has in Englifh the fame hiding found as in other 
languages, and unhappily prevails in fo many of our 
words that it produces in the ear of a foreigner a 
continued fibilation. 

— In the beginning of words it has invariably its 

natural and genuine found : in the middle it is fometimes ut¬ 
tered with a ftronger appulfe of the tongue to the palate, like 
z-, as rofe, rofeate, rofy, ofier, nofel , reft dent, bufy , bufinefs. It 
fometimes keeps its natural found ; as loofe, deflation ; for 
which I know not whether any rules can be given. 

In the end of monofyllables it is fometimes s, as in this ; 
and fometimes z, as in as, has ; and generally where es ftands 
in verbs for cth , as gives. It feems to be eftablilhed as 
a rule, that no noun lingular Ihould end with f fingle: there¬ 
fore in words written with diphthongs, and naturally long, an 
e is neverthelefs added at the end, as goofc, houfe ; and where 
the fyllable is Ihort the/ is doubled, and was once ffe, as afs, 
anciently afe-, wildernefs , anciently uildernefje ; diftrefs, an¬ 
ciently diftrejfe.
